Some years ago E.dmonton voted the money for 
a public library site. ‘Mhey evpected that the insti- 
tution would come into existence at an early date. 
The need for it has been very great. There is cer- 
tainly no city of the size and pretensions of the 
Alberta Capital on the North American continent 
that is utterly without the means of self-education 
which such a library affords, But apparently the 
library board, having been authorized to go ahead 
with the project, lapsed into a state of somnolence. 
The woid “apparently” is used. The members may 
have been doing something, but so far as any re- 
sults are to be seen, the movement may as_ well 
have never been. 


Many who consider themselves old-timers, as 
things go in Edmonton, probably received their first 
intimation that steps had been taken to secure a 
public library when on Monday night Ald. Lundy 
stated that negotiations would be re-opened with 
Mr. Carnegie and that if he did not come through, 
the citizens would probably be asked to vote three 
quarters of a million dollars towards the scheme. 

Have we then been waiting for Mr, Carnegie to 
shell out a larger sum than he was disposed to do 
under his established practice? Why should not a 
start at least have been made with the money that 
he was willing to grant?) The best libraries have 
not been created in a day. ‘They are a matter of 
growth and it should not be necessary to spend any- 
thing like three-quarters of a million to give the 


city a building that will serve the purpose quite 
well enough at first. But we do want something 
done and at the earliest possible moment. Plans 


can easily be arranged by which a general scheme 
may be adopted that can be carried out in its en- 
tirety with the growth of the city and the conse- 
qu’ent demands upon the institution, 


The Council has very wisely decided that the 
property on College Avenue opposite the proposed 
library site should be purchased. Five years from 
now tha hill-side park which is to be laid out there 
should pe one,of the show-spots of Edmonton. With 
the G.T.P. hotel just adjacent, corresponding to 
the Chateau Frontenac, Edmonton should have 
something here that will mean as much to it as 
Dufferin Terrace does to Quebec. ‘The purchase on 
the south side of the street should be followed up 
by securing for public purposes all the land on the 
north side clear through to McDougall Church. 
This would prove the best kind of an investment. 


The by-law providing for the erection of a six- 
story municipal building on corner of Queen’s and 
Elizabeth street, opposite the city square, passed 
by a large majority, as did all the other by laws 
submitted on Monday. ‘The more this solution of 
the city hall problem is considered the better it 
appears. Such a building could serve a better util- 
itarian purpose than a city hall of the accepted var- 
iety, while to have the square laid out as an attrac- 
tive open space would do more to give beauty and 
dignity to the surroundings than any ornamental 
building, whatever its architectural merits. 


A recent issue of the Scientific American has a 
drawing to illustrate the changes that are to be 
made in the City Pall park in New York, which has 
peculiar interest to Hdmonton. So desirable does it 
appear to the people of that city to have a dignified 
civie centre that it has been determined to tear down 
two enormous buildings that have been erected in 
close proximity to the City Tall, the post office and 
the court house, and the ground they occupy will be 
left open. ‘The city hall is retained in’ the centre 
more for its historic interest than anything else. 
The departments are housed in a many storied office 
building that has been just completed on property 
facing the square, 

The building that is to go up in Edmonton was 
regarded as affording but a temporary solution. But 
the chances are that it will prove the permanent 
one. It can be added to as time goes on and the 
municipality’s needs increase, much more easily than 
could be done with an ornamental structure in the 
centre of the square. Roth from the standpoint of 
economy and appearance, the move that has been 
decided upon is the proper one. But now that it has 
been made it should be followed up without delay 
by transforming the square itself into something 
worth while.

Some forty years ago I took the lease of a small 
bachelor house in Bolton Street. I do not give the 
number because possibly some old lady lives there 
now whose repose 1 might disturb. I took the lease 
over from the representatives of a man who had cut 
his throat in the drawing-room, Not having known 
the gentleman personally, I rather rejoiced at the 
incident than trembled, for I used it as a successful 
argument to obtain a reduction in the premium that 
was demanded.

As the noise went on, I thought that I would go 
down to see what was happening, so, having heated 
a poker in the fire, so as to be equal to any material 
foe, I descended with a candle in one hand and the 
poker in the other, As 1 approached ‘the kitchen 
the noise suddenly stopped, and when I entered — it 
there was not a sign of anything having been mov- 
ed. { went into the scullery to see if any one was 
there, and there was no one. So I returned to the 
dining-room, and in half an hour or so I went up to 
bed. ‘The same thing occurred frequently, 

But this was not all. When sitting late in the 
dining-room with the door open, as the room was 
apt to get too warm, I often heard what sounded 
exactly like a man coming up from the kitchen, 
walking across the hall, and then going up the stairs 
to the upper floors. 1 could ‘hear each step dis- 
tinctly, and the staircase creaking under them. ‘The 
first time this occurred I supposed that it was the 
valet, and remained in the dining room. ‘he next 
time] went outside as soon as I heard the steps, and 
the steps seemed to pause; but I saw no one, So 
soon as I returned into the room I heard them con- 
tinue, as though someone was ascending to the up- 
per part of tthe house. ‘This must have happened 
twenty times. For a considerable time I said noth- 
ing to the servants about what T had heard, for | 
was afraid that if I awakened their suspicions — of 
something uncanny they would get it into their 
heads that the house was haunted, and five notice. 
One day, however, I did ask the valet whether he 
was in the habit of coming in late. He replied: “I 
suppose that you have heard the footsteps.” On 
my asking what he meant, he said, “We all hear the 
steps; they come up to our floor and then stop, The 
maids say that it is the man who cut his throat, but 
T do not believe in such nonsense.” 

Now, here we have a man cutting ‘his throat in 
a house; we have the noises in the kitchen; the foot- 
steps not only frequently hard by me, but heard by 
the servants without my thaving said a word about 
what I heard. The case for a ghost is as complete 
as in any of the usual tales. Why IT heard a noise 
as if everything in the kitchen was being tumbled 
about I do not know. Why the footsteps seemed to 
be heard and the stairs to creak I do not know. It 
occurred to me that it might have something to do 
with the water pipes, and I sent for an expert in 
such matters 1o investigate, telling him that the 
water made a noise in the aight. Te looked into 
the lay of the pipes, and assured me that this was 
impossible. [I thought ‘that, perhaps, one heard 
somcone going upstairs in the next house; but this, 
too, was found to be impossible. And even if it 
had been possible, it would not have accounted for 
the rattling pots and pans in my kitchen. ‘lo this 
day I have not the slightest idea what caused these 
noises. About a year ago a friend of mine inciden- 
tally mentioned to me that a friend of his lived in 
the house. I asked him to find out whether the 
noises ‘were still heard, and it appeared that the 
actual occupant had never been disturbed. ‘There 
must be some explanation for these noises, But 
because I could not hit on it, I am not going to be- 
lieve that the spirit of a man who cut his throat in 
the house came back to the premises after death to 
rattle pots and pans and to take exercise by stalking 
up the stairs, 

Saul believed that Samuel appeared to him at the 
bidding of a witch. Is it not more probable that 
the witch played upon him one of the tricks of her 
trade? So it is with all like appearances. ‘They 
are illusions or they are the result of some material 
cause. Sometimes a figure which has formed itself 
in the brain is projected upon the retina. This 
is no more wonderful than that a figure striking the 
retina should convey the consciousness of it to the 
brain. These figures, if suffered to speak, never 
say anything worth hearing. As for mediums, I 


can conceive telepathy up to a point, but when T 
have witnessed these exhibitions nothing really oc- 
curred that in any way necessarily involved — the 
presence of a spirt, although I have often seen per- 
sons worked up into believing whatever the medium 


sought to impress upon them. I remember one eve- 


ning many years ago going to sce a lady. ‘There 
were two drawing-rooms, ‘and the door between 


them was closed. On entering the first I was told 
by the servant that I must remain there, as a spirit- 
ual seance was taking place in the other, and that 
he had orders to prevent any one opening the door 
until it was over. So I sat down and took up a 
book. In about a quarter of an hour the door was 
opened and the mistress of the house came out with 
a dozen or so guests. Amongst them was the then

er room, and must have remarked a piano arriving 
in such a fashion, ] was regarded as a sceptic whom 
no evidence could convince. Now I have no doubt 
that they all really imagined that they had seen what 
they said they did; but obviously it had not occur- 
red. As long as there are credulous people there 
will be found others to play on their credulity, and 
to account for their conjuring tricks by having a 
spirit at their command, ‘They do not know all that 
there is to be known about the laws of nature—nor 


do the conjurors who impose on them. Not many 


years ago if a seer in America had revealed what 
was going on at the same time in Europe he would 


have established his reputation for the possession 
of supernatural gifts; but this has been done regu- 
larly for years, and is done now without visible 
means of communication between the two coun- 
tries. Very much that is beyond what we now call 
the laws of nature will be common knowledge and 
everyday fact amongst future generations. For this 
reason I do not resort to supernatural explanations 
of every occurrence the reason of which I do not 
perceive, If the dead ever communicated with the 
living there would be instances of such communi- 
cations having taken place which could be proved 
beyond all doubt. As it is, the evidence on which 
they are believed by credulous persons is so weak 
that no London magistrate would fine a man five 
shillings upon it for having been drunk and disor. 
derly. Nothing would give me more pleasure than 
to have a visit from an inhabitant of another world. 
TI do not want him to tell me about myself, but to 
give me some idea of the conditions under which he 
is existing. I extend the most cordial invitation 
to one and all of the dead. Why, if they can com- 
municate with us, should they confine themselves 
to so few, an these few shady adventurers who want 
to make money out of their privileged communica- 
tions? Why not visit me? London Truth

Bowles, who was then the propri- 
ctor of ‘Vanity Fair,’ asked me to

burial. For as long as possible 
the death was kept secret. Fach 
day the milk and beef were 


brought to the royal residence, 
and inquirers were informed that 
the king was suffering from an in- 
disposition which required him to 
rest. 

In the meantime the chiefs were 

engaged in making private — ar- 
rangements to guard the body and 
protect the sacred herds of cattle 
during the wars which would fol- 
low on the announcement of the 
death. When the news leaked out 
the sons of the dead king fought 
among themselves, brother — kill- 
ing brother. ‘The survivor be- 
came king and attended his fath- 
er’s funeral. 
“At the ceremony several of the 
widows of the deccased king were 
clubbed to death, as were the 
cowmen and the cook, Other wi- 
dows took poison. All the bodies 
were placed in the grave, the idea 
being that their ghosts should 
minister to the ghost of the king 
in the next world. When the last 
king came to the throne the coun- 
try was a British protectorate. 

According to the medicine man 
the ‘god’ was displeased and indi- 
cated that the first person seen 
coming along a particular road 
should be slain over the drum in 
which human blood was wont to 
be poured at each coronation.

It is stated that he will also prove 
that the architect who under 
Louis XIII built the first palace 
was not, as is supposed, Lemer- 
cier or Debrosse, but Philbert Le 
Roy,

SORCERY IN FRANCE

An extraordinary story comes 
from Calais. While a sergeant 
was on guard before the postern

placed a package wrapped in white 
linen, covered it as quickly — as 
possible, and with her companion 
disappeared as silently as they 
had come, 

Under the idea that he had wit- 
nessed the closing scenes of an 
infanticide, the sergeant notified 
the authorities, and the package 
was disinterred, and taken to the 
police headquarters. At the same 
time a doctor was summoned, who 
at once began to unwrap the par- 
cel, 

What was the astonishment of 
the investigators finally to dis- 
cover, not the remains of a child 
but merely a pigs heart. And in 
what a condition! It was pierced 
through and through in every di- 
rection with no fewer than 113 
pins and was also traversed with 
a dagger, 

In fact the authorities were 
faced with a case of ‘envoutment,’ 
one of the favorite forms of sor 
cery in the Middle Ages, which 
horrowed it from antiquity. It 
was then practised very generally, 
together with the ‘black mass. 
the ‘reptile sacrament,’ human sac- 
rifice,’ and other superstitious re 
lics of barbarism. 

The method was adopted as 5’ 
lows: Some hairs or articles — of 
clothing of the person to be be- 
witched were procured, and an 
animal was chosen to represent 
this person, and was named after 
him. ‘Phe creature was first 
placed in contact with the victim's 
belongings, and thew slain with a 
magic dapper. 

Its heart was taken ont and 
wrapped, if possible, in the per 
son's clothes, and during — three 
days pins and nails were driven 
through it to an accompaniment of 
curses and maledictions. Tt was 
beleved that all the tortures in 
flicted on the dead animal's heart 
would be endured by the living 
individual 

A much more common way. 
however, was to mould a wax 
image of the person to be bewitch 
ed, and to dress it in the clothes 
he or she usually wore The 
waxen doll was cursed and tor- 
tured in the hove that the person 
would suffer the same

check, and even then I expect little more than an 
absolute rout for our boys.” 

In the past it has been a matter of boast that 
Englishmen could win track events without having 
to go into the severe training nequired in the United 
States. But there is, of course, no use of attempting 
to make a showing without some training. 


The most recent issue of ‘he Sydney Sportsman 
to hand, in an outspoken article on Australian cric- 
ket, Says: 

“We are of the opinion that the majority of the 
supporters of cricket must feel more respect for the 
player who openly sells his services as against the 
player who surreptitiously docs the same thing. A 
fair and honest definition of amateurism would not, 
we are afraid, include many who play cricket. ‘That 
it would not include those players who go to form 
the Australian eleven we have no doubt. It is, how- 


ever, considered politic by the Board of Control to 
make no deep scrutiny into the question of amateur- 
ism in relation to Australian eleven teams. 

“In the past the greedy grab for gold on the part 
of a few old Australian eleven ‘battlers’ amounted to

almost a scandal. Players outside of the ‘battlers' 
could not find a place in the team, or, if public opin- 
ion demanded their inclusion, the ‘battlers’ forced 
the unwanted player to accept a reduced share of the 
profits arising from the tour. ‘Nhis form of cricket 
sweating was only one of several devices whereby 
the old gang built up extra profits for the favored 
few. 

“The fact that a: few of the best cricketers in 
Australia, while wanting to be ranked as amateurs, 
are so anxious to contro] the cash end of cricket, 
must give the public food for thought. . . . .., 
Are “The Players’ to be permitted to dictate to the 
Board of Control? Is cricket, under such conditions, 
such as Australia favors or the board should sanc- 
tion?” 

It is apparent that once it becomes popular, cric- 
ket, like every other game, is exposed to great evils. 
What Major Griesbach had to say at the smoker the 
other night about its being an amateur sport is, of 
course, noi at all true in respect to the Old Country, 
where as a rule there are not more than two. or 
three amateurs on a county team, while in Australia 
the worst possible condition exists, that of profes- 
sionals masquerading as amateurs. 


One hardly knows whether to read as a reflec- 
tion on the Tron Chancellor's own trade or as a trib- 
ute from a great wan to the qualities of sportsman- 
ship this aneedote, which T find in sonve recently 
published reminiscences of Bismarck, says “Jack at 
Play” in the ‘Toronto Globe.

It has come to be recognized as 
a cabbage head -you indicate that 
in your opinion he is lacking in 
intelligence; though why the cab- 
bage head should have descended 
to such ignoble use no one seems 
able to explain. 

It is time that a word of fair 
play should be uttered for the 
much-abused cabbage head. It is 
a very respectable member of a 
very respectable family. It is not 
usually regarded as an ornament ; 
but in its way it is quite as won- 
derful in its development and or- 
ganization as many of its veget- 
able neighbors that are more 
highly esteemed.

The cabbage head 
is not without its odor, too, as 
every housewife knows, and that 
the odor is not tngrateful is 
known to every man who, with 
appetite on edgre, has scented from 
afir the pot of corned beef and 
cabbage or the dish of bacon and 
greens. 

Let the unworthy stigma be re- 
moved from the cabbage head, 
and let it come to be accepted as 
the emblem of what is faithful, 
truthful and useful—Woodstock 
Sentinel Review. 


WAR AS A SPORT 
{ 


The Paris journal, Le Monde II- 
lustre, publishes a remarkable and 
highly characteristic letter from 
George Bernard Shaw in connec- 
tion with an international referun- 
dum on war. 

“War,” Mr. Shaw saya, “is not 
a necessity; it is a sport. It is ia- 
deed the highest of sports, be- 
cause men, as well as animals, are 
hunted and killed in it, Like all 
sports, it is hedged round with a 
code of artificial rules, the object 
of which is to restrict the possible 
results within tolerable limits.” 

He proceeds to draw a detailed 
parallel between war and boxing, 
pointing out that, just as hitting 
below the belt, putting the eyes 
oul, and similar things are ruled 
out because, if they were allowed, 
the contest would degenerate 
from a sport into a brutal battle, 
so explosive bullets, the slaughter 
of non-combatants, pillage and 
rapine are forbidden in modern 
warfare. Red Cross services for 
the aid of the injured are organiz- 
ed andl protected, and congresses 
are held from time to time at Gen- 
eva and The Hague to maintain 
the beauty of the ancient sport 
(for as such it is still considered) 
by putting new restrictions on its 
more unpleasant features. How- 
ever, Mr. Shaw continues, these 
congresses have not sttcceeded in 
restoring the ancient etiquette of 
former times, when war was the 
sport of kings. Ife goes on: 

“From the time when the 
French Revolution made it a de- 
mocratic affair there has been 
growing a rather vulgar tendency 
fo take it| more and more seri- 
ously, 

Napoleon, according to the time 
honored rules, was beaten at Mar- 
engo, but he changed this defeat 
into a victory by refusing to ac- 
cept the referee’s verdict and mak- 
ing a fresh attack when the con- 
test was strictly speaking, over 
and the Austrians had gone home 
to rest.
